APPALLING WBFCK ox THB CHICAGO 


AND GRANT> THUKK RAILROAD 


Battle Creek, Mich., Oct. 20 —Tweutj 


«x heaps of charred, blackened fl-sh, all 
that remains of what less than twenty-fonr 
hours sgo were men, woman and children in 
the enjoyment i f life, health and happinesF, 
rest npon the fl -or of an improvised morgue 
in tbe basement of a furniture store of this 
city. A mile awav in Ihe City Hospital are 
a score or more of human beings, with gash- 
ed bodies and broken limbs. Add to this an 
engineer in j*il and a conductor a fugitive 
from the law, and the story is told in brief 
' f the latest of railroad horrors, and one of 
the most appalling in character of this or 
recent years. 


ORDERS DISRKGABDKD. 


Direct disobedience of orders on the part 


of a Chicago and Grand Trunk engineer and 
conductor, both of whom had seen long ser- 
vice with Ihe company and were regarded as 
model employes, was the cause of the trag- 
edy. A Raymond and Whitcomh special 
train of eight palace cars, filled with Eastern 
excursionists to the World's Fair, left the 
Sixtieth street station of the road at Chicago 
at 8 15 as the first section of the night ex- 
press known as No 6. The train was in 
charge of Conductor finrt N. Scott aid 
Engineer Harry Woolley, both residents ol 
this place. 


All went well nntil tbe Buttle Creek Sta- 


tion was reached. This was at 3 35. Fiom 
here to the railroad yards, a distance of a 
mile and a half, there is a doable track. 
When the Whitcomh special came to a foil 
stop, the night operator hnnded to Conduc- 
tor Scott two copies ot an order for the train 
to proceed to the donble track east of Main 
street, about a half mile distant, and there 
await the passing of the west-bound Pacific 
express known as No. 9. 


The express train, which was nearly three 


hours late, was composed of thirteen day 
coaches and two baggage cars. Most of the 
day coaches had seen many years' service 
and were in poor condition to withstand a 
collision. Every one of the lated number 
was packed with E«tern people, the ma- 
jority of whom, taking advantage of the low 
rates, -were on their way to tbe exposition. 
The Pacific express was in charge ot Con- 
ductor John Bird and Engineer Gilloran- 
shaw, both cf wbom had received orders at 
Lansing to look out for the east-lxmnd train 
on the donble track, and were accordingly 
on the alert. 


THE COLLISION. 


After receiving orders at the Battle Creek 


Station Engineer Woolley proceeded up the 
donble track, but instead of stopping, in ac- 
cordance with his instructions until 
th*> 


west-bound expiess had pa«sed he continued 
on and entered again on the single traek. 
He had hardly gone more than an Righlh of 
a mile when tbe headlight ol tbe P.iciHc ex- 
press was seen coming nround the slight 
curve behind the telegraph offi •(• of the rnil- 
road yards. It was speeding westward at a 
rateol forty miles an hour. There was no 
time to apply air brakes or reverse lever*. 
The engineer and fireman of both train 
jnmpert for their lives and a wond later 'he 
locomotives come together with a cn«h tin 
could be heard a half mile away. 


The engine cf the special plowed nearly 


half way into that of the expresd, driving i 
backward into the baggage car, and the lat 
ter in turn into tbe day coaches behind 
The shock was so teinfic that the first fi>n 
of these were completely telescoped, tbe fir- 
coach catting through the second and tbe 
second into the third, the roof of each pac- 
ing over the bends ot Ihe sleeping passenger 
and sweeping in a mass to the north end o 
the train. 


To add to the horror the wreck took fire 


from the stoves or Ir m-js and as the flirnes 
mounted up the groans and shrieks of thi 
maimed and injured were succeeded by heait 
rending, agon zing cries and appeals for help 
from tbe pcores iro prisoned by the he.iv 
timbers or held down by the seat^ and iron 
frame work.

Plowing, in the Fall. 


Fall plowing is not approved by some 


farmers, but the objections relate more 
to circumstances and conditions pecu- 
liar to each farm rather tlian to the 
practice of fall plowing. The farmer 
who aims to make his work of plowing 
most profitable always aims to have 
something to turn under it possible, so 
as to add to the plant food of the soil, 
by growing a special crop for that pur- 
pose if he has time to do so after har- 
vesting his regular crop. But whether 
green material is plowed under or not 
there are many advantages derived by 
late fall plowing. It lessens the work 
that is so urgent during the busy period 
of spring; it permits of spreading the 
manure and incorporating it with the 
soil, and it utilizes the frost as an active 
agent in reducing the soil to a fine con- 
dition and pulverizing the clods. 


It has been claimed that it is a loss 


of time to plow stiff clay land in the 
fall, as the land will be as heavy in the 
spring as if left until spring before 
plowing. This depends upon conditions. 
Lime exerts a chemical action on soils, 
rendering light soils heavier and heavy 
soils lighter. Whenever the land is 
plowed in the fall lime saould be ap- 
plied broadcast, after the plowing. 
From 10 to 40 bushels per acre may be 
used, as preferred. It has a tendency to 
go down, and will be carried gradually 
to the lower SOD by the rains and melt- 
ing snows. It changes the soil partially 
by compelling the substances existing in 
it to form new combinations, which, 
though not sufficient to be very marked, 
yet the eifect of the action of the lime 
will be perceptible sooner or later, and 
the land will be more easily worked by 
the plow in the succeeding spring; as all 
land plowed in the fall should be cross- 
plowed in the spring, and before frost 
has finally departed. 


The frost, by its expansion of the 


particles of earth, breaks all clods, and 
by the alternate thawing and freezing 
during the winter the soil becomes very 
flne before spring. If spring plowing 
is done early there will be a few late 
frosts to pulverize the soil again, which 
will prevent packing of the soil or for- 
mation of clods, and it matters not 
how wet the soil may be when plowed 
if the frost comes after the plowing 
has been done. Lime is an excellent 
pulverizer of the soil alone, as well as 
the frost, but the combination of frost 
and lime is one that is irresistible, and 
will bring the land to better condition 
for spring planting than can be done in 
any other manner. If the lime was 
used more extensively the average of 
crops would be greater, and if fall plow- 
ing was practiced, and the soil broad- 
casted with lime, less work would be en- 
tailed on the farmer in the spring, while 
his crops would also be benelitted from 
the plant food liberated by the lime. 


On the Farm. 


IF manure is to be exposed to the 


leaching of the rains it is best to haul 
it out on the fields and spread it, pro- 
vided the land is not subject to washing 
from heavy rains. It is better to have 
it exposed on the land, especially if the 
land has been plowed, where the soluble 
matter will be carried down into the 
soil than to have it flow away in a black 
stream from the barnyard. 


WEEDS that were cut down before the 


:>eeds m rtured can be made to perform 
excellent service as a mulch. If the 
trees are mulched for four or five feel 
around the trunks with enough weeds 
to form a close mulch the roots will be 
protected from extreme cold and the 
trees will thrive better, as the mulch, if 
applied now, will prevent the soil around 
youog trees from drying out too rapidly. 


IF you desire large strawberries in 


the spring use fine manure on them and 
chop it into the top soil between the 
rows. You cannot use too much ma- 
nure on strawberry vines at this season.

DISEASE in the milk does not always 


come from filthy cans or the water 
milled as an adulterant, but sometimes 
from the condition of the cow. Many 
herds are compelled to drink stagnant 
water from pools in the fields, and often 
they have no water at all other than the 
quantity they receive before going to 
ami after returning from the pasture. 


MANURE is as much a crop as any 


thing else, and really the most impor- 
tant one. The farmer who gives his 
manure extra attention will not fail to 
manage properly in other departments 
of the farm. The manure heap is the 
riches of the farm that have been un- 
sold, and which are to be converted 


i to readily saleable produce next season. 


Recipes. 


Cauliihicer Piclde— Select firm white 


heads; cut each branch from the head, 
leaving a piece of the stem on ; wash in 
salted water, cook five minutes in salt 
water or in a steamer over a kettle of 
boiling water until tender, remove and 
sprinkle with salt,; put in glass jar; 
prepare vinegar by allowing half a cup 
of sugar for a quart of vinegar and four 
tablespoons of whole white mustard 
seeds and one large green pepper which 
has been soaked in strong salt water 
over night; after the seeds have been 
taken out, chop Tine aiid put in the vine- 
jar. Pour the vinegar over while hot 
and screw the covers on. 


I'icl-htl Onions.—Select small white 


onions; peel and put in stone crocks; 
sprinkle a little salt over every layer; 
take enough vinegar to cover them aud 
put over the fire; to every two quarts 
of vinegar allow one ounce of ginger root 
cut in pieces, and a few black pepper 
kernels; boil in the vinegar and pour 
over the onions; in about a week pour 
off the vinegar; put the onions in a glass 
pickle jar, heat the vinegar and pour 
over tliem ; cork tigJit. 


Custard Tnasl.—Bring a quart of 


milk to the boiling point, season, and 
add two eggs well beaten. Boil one 
minute, and pour over six slices of 
buttered toast. Put in the oven until 
the custard is set. 


Crcumcd Fri«l J'otatnrs,—Peel and 


mtiuto dice some raw potatoes. 
Fry 


to a very light brown in butter, adding 
pepper and salt. Just before serving, 
pour over them some thick cream ; boil 
up and serve. 


Jiuttiriiiilk or Sour Milk Biscuit1.— 


One pint of buttermilk or sour milk, 
one quart of Hour, piece of butter half 
the size of an et;g rubbed into the Hour, 
one teaspoonful soda dissolved in hot 
vater, a little silt. Hub the butter aud 
salt into the Hour, and stir in the milk. 
Stir the soda in with a knife until well 
mixed. Add Hour enough to mould it 
smooth, lioll and cut as tea biscuit. 
Bake in a quick oven.

AT least a year in the growth of beef 


cattle has been gained during the past 
15 years, and the credit of this belongs 
exclusively to the pure breeds. A year's 
gain of time means a lessening of the 
expenses for a whole year and a greater 
consequent profit. Those who do not 
believe that the breed is anything to 
consider should keep this fact in view 
and abandon scrubs. 


TUE well-known purslane, one of the 


most persistent weeds 
that 
infest 


farms, is said to produce more seeds 
than any other plant, one pod contain- 
ing 3,000 seeds, while each plant will 
produce SO or more pods. 


BECAUSE the average number of 


bushels of wheat annually produced on 
the farm has been reduced it is not a 
sure indication that the farm has lost all 
of its fertility. The soil may no longer 
1* adapted for wheat, but may be cap- 
able of producing clover or some other 
crop. When the average of the crop 
falls off, especially if the crop has been 
g.x>wn on the same ground repeatedly, a 
rotation of crops may make a change. 


WHETHER corn land should be plowed 


shallow or deeply is unsettled. It is 
generally accepted that the land shoult 
be thoroughly worked over at first, be 
mg plowed deeply and harrowed, but 
the cultivation of the crop should be 
shallow. Experiments at the Indiana 
Station this year show that the highest 
yields were when shallow cultivation 
was given, and the corn is a plant whicl 
requires but a slightstirring of the soil 


THE queen bee has been known to 


live 15 years, and to produce fertile eggs 
during the whole of that period of time. 


Hoos may be fed on clover hay, and 


it is one of the best and most nutritious 
foods that can be provided them dur- 
ing the winter, making more pork and 
of better quality than when corn alone 
is feed. Cut the clover into short 
lengths, scald it, sprinkle with bran and 
give it as a warm mess. 


GKAPE vines may be grafted as well 


as trees, and it is sometimes an advan- 
tage to do so. 


DIITIXG sheep in the fall to destroy 


ticks is better than waiting until the 
spring, but sheep must not be dipped if 
there is any liability of their taking 
cold. Some warm place mnst be pro- 
vided for dipping, and the sheep must 
not be turned ont until thoroughly dry. 


FARMERS do not pay as much atten- 


tion to marketing their crops as they 
do to growing them. They are often at 
a loss to know to whom to ship their 
goods for sale. The farmer has the 
same opportunity to understand what to 
do with his produce as the merchant 
who buys and sells. 


IT is not profitable to have prolific 


dams if they are unable to provide milk 
In abundance for their young, and it is 
better to have on* strong and vigorous 
calf, colt or Iamb than twins. It Is a 
difficult undertaking to raise twin colts 
W twin calves, and the loss among twin

FniTTERS.-The frying kettle of deep 


fat is one of. the indispensubles for a 
rich and varied use of vegetables in fine 
cooking. Dainty fritters of many kinds 
form a whole class of choice dishes. 
Corn is perhaps the most generally used, 
and corn fritters belong to the remem- 
bered summer delights of childhood. 
To begin with, there is an art in shaving 
off the tops of the kernels in each row of 
the tender sweet corn and pressing out 
the contents with the back of the knife, 
so as to leave the skin of the kernel 
empty upon the cob. Then the eggs, 
milk and (lour in a judicious mixture, 
smooth as cream with a small spoonful 
of baking powder sifted with each cup- 
ful of Hour. It is difficult to give pre- 
cise quantities, as the corn varies so 
much, but the batter must be moderate- 
ly stiff, and a trial will decide whether 
the exact degree of stiffness is attained. 
It must not spread too much, but puff 
out to a dainty lightness. The only 
seasoning required is salt and a little 
white pepper. Drain and serve very 
hot.
